d. A 9,500 ton steamer under Honduras flag, the 5.S. oL.. Liuicls, a Greek 
vessel of 9,200 tons and the 3.3. DILLOSTHINIS P.ivToLoNn, a Greek ship of 
9,200 tons are scheduled to travel from Black Sea ports to Great Britain 
with erain cargos al the freight rate of 90 shillings pcr ton. The 
first two vessels will Load between 1 ind 15 august 1951; the latter 
will leave during duly 1951. 


e. Three other steamerg beticen 3,200 and 4,000. tons have been scheduled 
to load anthracite from Mariupol, USSR to .estern Italy. 
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
